Allowing for the 
diilertnt charaoters of the two men, clever 
thinkers had pondatad >var tbe situation and 
agreed that alttMOgh tlNiy woold ba naew 
occupant on tbe throne, that Bismarck 
would continue to shape the policy of Ger- 
many, and it was ooo'idered that his voioe 
was for pence.

to ba itadied in the futare by tuaa^f itntae- 
BMB ia every party of Europe. 

Tha world ooold hardly show a greater 
ooBlraat thaa that batweaB tbla briUiaat em- 
pmr aft the head of tha bait dlseipHne army 
of m edii' u timsa, aad a half-starved peasant 
of TIpparary, aad yet the utterances of the 
former are not withoat influence upon the 
rack rented Irish cotter. 

If tliereMioald be a war, England will 
be inv<dved soofaer or latter, and the change 
that will be inevitable then in her home af- 
fairs, must effect tbe poorest of her sub j(.-<'ts. 
England will, pertiaps, see the necessity then 
of making some of tbe concessions asked for 
Ireland, and Ireland forgetting hereditary 
grievances, woold ba ot great sasistsnns to 

England. 

Without a settlement of the all important 
question of the tenure of land, the latter 
ctiuld lianlly hojx' for Ireland's aid. Thus a 
war might bring ab<jut a bett<'r state of 
things in the sister island. If any one hail, 
twenty years ago, predicted that Ireland's 
struggle for Home Rule would l>e iiidixl by a 
Hohenzallern, he would have bwn regarde<l 
as a lunatic, but in the light of recvnt events 
and future possibilitise, this seems probable.

Tariff Reform Not Free Trade. 

Our neishbor the Daily Repablican 
siiys tarin reform is " free trade " accord- 
ing to the Bcllktin's definition of it. 
Well "the BOT,L«Tt!f's definition" of 

tariff rcfurin does nut difler from the 
dtttinltion given by the Democracy of the 
country, and that drflnition does not 
make it free trade by a lona ways.
